PREPARING FOR THE EXTRA SESSION. 


, News and Gossip of the Day in Washing- 


ton—Important Transactions in the 
Departments—Georgia Matters. 


Washington, July 3.—(Special.)—Speaker 
Crisp arrived this morning and has been be- 
sieged ‘with newspaper men almost the en- 
tire day. In most cases he refused to be 
interviewed, and what he said to others 
was om the line of the interview published 
yesterday morning in The Constitution. 

The suggestion that the speaker should 
be sent for and taker into consultation 
was, it is understood, made by President 
Cleveland at the memorable cabinet meet- 
ing of last Friday, when it was decided to 
call congress together. It was left entirely 
to Secretary Carlisle to. explain the desi-es 
of the administration to the speaker, and 
the conference this morning was, 
therefore, of unusual importance. It 
was the first direct meeting between the 
representatives of the executive and legis- 
lative branches of the government that 
was posstble since the issuance of the pres- 
ident’s proclamation. : 

On leaving the treasury he met his old 
opponent, Representative Bynum, of Indian- 
apolis. They shook hands cordially. The 
same old rumor has been revived about 
Bynum coming out again in the speaker's 
race. Mr, Bynum was seen a little later. 


- He said that he had no intention of coming 


into the speakership race. It would be im- 
possible to defeat Mr. Crisp for the post. 
He has made a most excellent record and 
will make a still better one during the com- 


™ ing congress.

Mr. Bynum ‘said in regard to. the repeal 
of the Sherman law at the coming session 
that it would go through the house unconui- 
tionally, but he was not so sure about the 
senate. .

Object. of His ‘Visit. 

“My visit to Washington at this time,” 

said Mr. Crisp, “was not the outcome for 


. the early session of congress, for, as a mat- 


ter of fact, I did not know ‘of it until after 
] had left home and only heard of it after 
I was on the train and coming this Way. 
I believe the action of the president to be 
exceedingly wise, and think all factions 
agree upon that for .the reason that 
however - many members of con- 
gress may disagree upon the 
question of policy in this financial legis- 
lation, it is better that the contest should 
come—for come it must—as soon as possi- 
ble, and the ealier it is disposed of the bet-

Will Stop the INegai Sales. 

Assistant Secretary Hamlin, in view 
of the repeated violation of the law in the 
sale of goods on exhibition at the world’s 
fair, without the payment of the customs 
duty, attaching, has instructed Collector 
Clark to hearafter strictly enforce the law, 
which provides a penalty for its violation, 
of a fine of not more than $5.000 or im- 
prisonment at not more than ten years. In 
making this decision Mr: Hamlin says: 

“Notwithstanding the fact that the de- 
partment has, in view of the international 
character of the exposition, treated offend- 
ing parties with leniency, the continued 
violations of the law and regulations in- 
dicate that such leniency has not been ap- 
preciated. You are, therefore, hereby di- 
rected to promptly proceed against all fu- 
ture offenders, whether exhibitor or. pur- 
chaser, and in every case where detection 
is made of the sale and delivery of goods 
accepted as exhibits, to take possession of 
the entire exhibit to whom the goods be- 
long, and pending the decision of the courts 
you are authorized to continue the exhibit 
under special custody of customs officers 
at the expense of the exhibitors.” 

That Chicago “Death Trap.” 

Secretary Carlisle has instrueted J. J. 
Clark, an inspector of public buildings of 
the treasury department, to make a thorough 
inspection of the public build- 
ing at Chicago. The building has 
been examined iby ‘the local cem- 
missioner . and pronounced unsafe. ‘Lhe 
building was designed by Architect Mullet. 
It has been reported as slightly sunken on 
one end, ‘but has never been considered un- 
safe. On the contrary, it. is belyieved to 
be strong and substantial. Out of extra 
precaution it will now be examined by a 


government inspector.

Rates on Money Are Coming Down to 
the Old Notch. —

More Clearing House Certificates Is- 
sued Yesterday. = _ 


ALL THE BANKS NOW USING THEM, 


A Millionaire Helped Overa Ditch—Very 
Little Money Tranusferred—Sena- 
tor Sherman Heard From. 


New York, July.3.—The Fourth of July 
holiday was evidently began by many basi- 
ness men on Saturday and 
no . business Was transacted down 
town today except that which 
could not be avoided. The banks, hower- 
er, were all very busy, the 1st of July pay- 
ments in addition to thejr regular Monday 
morning’s mail making plenty’ of work for 
them. Among the banks the situation 
was reported to be very easy this morning. 
The demands from the country, it was 
said, were very light and many of the large 
centers, notably Chicago, were beginning te 
pay back the money they borrowed from 
New York. 

The subtreasury was _guite active today 
Besides receiving. $100, in gold for tel- 
egraphic transfer to San Francisco, it had 
paid out $950,000 by midday on small notes 
in exchange for gold and greenbacks. It 
was thought the bulk of these small notes 
was for the s.nall savings banks here which 
are now paying out their semi-annual 
dividends. A very small part of the small 
notes, it is thought, was for shipment 
to the country. The transfer of $100,000 
to San Francisco is explained as being due 
to the savings banks there. They required 
the sixty days’ notice from their deposi- 
tors and then sent on their security to 
Kugene Kelly & Co. for gale in readiness 
for the demand upon them if it should be 
made at the expiration of the notice. 

More Loan Certificates. 

At noon the clearing house committee 
authorized an additional issue of $2,815,000 
loan certificates, making the total amount

The banks 
which did that need the currency. If they 
had collected the checks through the clear- 
ing house they -would only have got their pro- 
portion of it,, and if they themselves had 
been debtor to the clearing. house they 
would not have got any of the cash. Prac- 
tically all the clearing house balances are 
now paid’ in clearing hotiee loan certificates, 
as between the banks. The subtreasury, 
of course, pays and is paid in cash. On 
Friday 70 per cent of the clearing house 
balances was paid in loan certificates and 
on Saturday 85 per cent of the balance was 
so paid. 

Practically all the banks in the clearing 
house have now taken out loan certificates. 
Those whith haye not, have ‘been creditors 
to the clearing house and have received4 
sufficient certificates in payment of these 
balances to enable them to pay any debtor 
balance against them for the present. — If 
they run short of certificates so received 
they will take out some themselves rather 
than deplete their cash by paying’ clearing 
house balances in currency oer gold. Not- 
withstanding that two banks, the Chemical 
and the Importers and Traders’, at first re- 
fused to take out any certificates, they are 
in complete accord with the clearing honse 
cominittee and .a reporter was informed 
today that they will take out. certificates as 
hoon os ther need them. In contiection 
with the large issne of those certificates last 
week it became generally known today that 
but for the prompt action of some of the 
laadirg members of the clearing house, 
committee there would have been a default 
in interest by one well known. railway com- 
pany on Saturday.

A BLAZE ON GOAT ISLAND. 


Explosion of Gun Cotton—Several Workmwen 
Killed. 


Newport, R. I., July 3.—About 2. o’clock 
this afternoon ‘smoke was seen from -this city 
issuing from buildings on Goat island, occu- 
pled by the ‘government torpedo. station. 
The smoke increased rapidly and. was soon 
followed by tongues of flame, making it evi- 
dent that a conflagration was in progress 
there. It looked at first as if the latge ma- 
chine shop was the scene of the fire, as smoke 
roiled’ up in dense volumes and flames could 
be seen lighting up the upper. - windows. 
Later it became fairly certain that the fire 
was located not in, but behind, the machine 
shop, where are situated a number of smaller 
buildings occupied for an electrical labratory, 
storerooms, voifiees, ete. No explosion was 
heard or seen from the city and. the fire 
progressed as would a similar blaze in any 
other building provided only with ordinary 
fire protection. The fire was later discover. 

to be in the gun cotton. factory, situated 
on* the site of old Fort George; on the west 
side of the island and directly in the location 
as judged from this city. It started about 
1:40 o'clock, not as an explosion, but as a 
fire pure and simple. Work was-at once be- 
gun In removing the appe quantity of gun 
cotton contained inthe building to a place 
of safety. Before the -work was entirely 
complicted, howaver, fire reached a part of 
the gun ‘cotton and an explosion followed, 
kiliing Frank Loughlin and Jeremiah Har- 
ington and fatally injuring Michael Regan.

THEY WILL VIOLATE THE LAW. 


Hoping That the Courts Will Sustain Them— 
Tennessee's Ineurance Muddle. 

Nashville, Tenn., July: 3.—(Special.)—The 
only development in the insurance trouble 
is the fact that about twenty companies 
have decided to go on with their business 
in Tennessee without filing their charters 
as required by law. They will be liable to 
a fine of from $100 to $500 upon conviction. 

About forty companies had withdrawn 
from the state before these companies had 
decided to evade the law, and now they are 
calling for the enforcement. of the law on 
the ground that they lawfully withdrew 
rather than comply with the law, and those 
who propose to violate the law should not 
be allowed to reap the benefits.

The King of Greece Throws Up the 
Sponge, ‘and 


A REPUBLIC HAS BEEN DECLARED 


Intense Excitement Over the Act, 
but No Trouble Expected. 


FIGHT WIHT THE STUDENTS OF PARIS. 


The Cause of the Trouble Yesterday 
A Demonstration at Clerk Nuger’s 
Funeral—Other Foreign News, 


Athens, July 3—The king today abdi- 
cated the throne of Greece and the country 
has been declared a republic. The action 
has created the most intense excitement, 


but it is not believed any trouble will ensue. 
The Royal Family, of Greece. | 
George L, king of the Greeks, born Decem- 
‘ber 24, 1845, elected king in 1868. He is the 
son of the present king of Denmark, Christian 
IX., and brother of the princess of Wales 
and the empress of Kussia. He married in 
1867 the Grand Duchess Olga, eldest daughter 
of the Grand Duke Constantine of Russia, 
uncle to thee present emperor. They hare 
had six living children, five sons and one 
daughter. The eldest son is Prince Constan- 
tine, born 1868, married in 1889 the Princess 
Sophia, sister of the present German empefor, 
aud has one son, Prince George, born 1890. 
The king’s eldest daughter, Alexandria, mar-— 
ried in 1889 the Grand Duke Paul, brother of 
the present emperor of -ltussia, and died Sep- 
tember 24, 1891, leaving a daughter and a son.

M. Dupuy, the prime minister, deprecated 
the discussion as premature, adding that a 
stringent inquiry was proceeding into all 
the facts in the case. 

The order of the day expressing the trust 
that the government would do its best to 
punish the guilty officers, was finally adopted 
by the chamber. Efforts are now being 
made to induce M. Loze to reconsider his 
resignation, 

At 9:30 o’clock this evening 2,000 stu- 
dents surrounded the prefecture of police, 
jeered the officials and threw stones through 
the windows. While the police were pre- 
paring to charge the mob upset all the 
booths jn the neighborhood and smashed 
all the street lamps.. The charge of the 
police was resisted stubbornly. The stu- 
dents fought back with clubs and stones. 
In the first onset several students were 
wounded and two policemen were stretched 
unconscious on the pavement. The seeond 
charge resulted in more injuries on both 
sides, but the students were driven back 
but fifty or sixty yards. After the third 
charge had been repulsed the  studente

With in Colorado. 

Denver, July 3.—Information has: been 
received here from Colorado Springs that 
Henry Starr and Kid Wil n, two members 
of the Starr gang of train 
and bank robbers, who have 
caused the death of a dozen men and 
terrorized. the Indian Territory and Ar- 
kansas for months, were arrested there 
tifis morning.~The men arrived at the 
Spalding house at a late hour last night 
with Mrs. Starr. ‘They registered as Frank 
Johnson. and John Wilson; of Joplin, Mo. 
The’ officers, after learning who the: two 
men were, were afraid to approach them 
outright and attempted to get the outlaws 
in a position to shoot on sight, but they 
separate, Henry Starr going into the 
coffee restaurant. The police followed him, 
and Marshal Dana caught one arm and 
Math Wright another. Detective Atkinson 
covered him with a pair of six-shooters. He 


gave in without a struggle, but said to. 


them: ; 

“It’s a good thing you got the drop on 
me, or there would have been some corpses 
around here.” 

The same officers then went to Colorado 
City and captured Kid Witson, another of 
the gang. He was armed with a forty- 
five-calibre gun, and- would have made a 
deseperate resistence if the officers had not 
first got the drop on him. 

When the men were brought to jail an 
attempt was made to interview them, but 
without suecess. After the arrest the offi- 
cers went down to the Spalding house and 
woke up the woman, who registered as Mrs, 
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She is about eighteen years of age ; 
very pretty. She said that she 
ried to Starr about six months ago, and that 
her home was about two hundred wiles 
east of here. A search of the room was 
made, and under the pillow was found $460 
in gold, which had never been used, and 
$500 in gold was found in a purse. She 
aiso carried a-pearl handled 
of thirty-eight-calibre. She was closely 
questioned and admitted that the men who 
were captured were Henry Starr and Kid 
Wilson. Of the money which the men had 
upon them fully $2,000 was recovered.

The pressure of the business men of Chi- 
cago for a one-fare rate from any point 
in the United States, seems to be greater 
than the railroads can resist- Such a rate 
would have been announced long ago had 
It been left to the southern and trans- 
Mississippi railreads; but the railronds 
north of the Ohio river did not see it in 
that light and refused to give the usual 
one-fare rate. The southern systems have 
insisted all along upon a one-fare rate, the 
Louisville and Nashville. North Carolina 
and St. Louis and Kast Tennessee, . Vir- 
ginia and Georgia systems having pre- 
usual reduction to the two- 
third rate now in vogue. 

However, they could not make such a 
reduction. unless ‘they received the co- 
operation of the western railroads, which 
was refused, these roads being under the

BY THE WAITER CARRYING HIM DINNER. 


Rheumatic Gout is What the Physicians 
Give as the Cause of His Death, 
Had Been Suffering for Years. 


New York, July 3.—A special cable from 
Carlsbad gives the following details re- 
garding the death of A. J. Vrexel. hose 
who saw the late Mr. Drexel, of I’hila- 
delphia, just before his death, say that 
he seemed unusually well and cheerful. 
At 9 o’clock Friday morning, Mr. H.+©. 
Haskins. of New York, called upon him. 
Mr. and Mrs. Haskins had been with 
Mr. Drexel constantly. Mrs. Haskins 
is a daughter of United States Minister 
Runyon and was a. great favorite with 
Mr. -Drexel, who said it was good to be 
ill to be taken care of by such a charming 
nurse, Mr. Drexel had breakfasted heart- 
ily on tea, two eggs and two rolls. He 
took all his meals indoors and had not 
been out since June Sth. Ihe received 
many callers, although his physicians for- 
bade any excitement... Mr. Drexel was 
glad to see people and was annoyed only 
when they stayed long, because speaking 
eaused him an effort. 

Mr. Drexel ogcupied two rooms on the 
second flooy of the Hotel Bristol. over- 
looking the terrace and Schlossberg, just 
above Sprudel. The rooms command a 
lovely view ef the valley and distant moun- 
tains. The discovery of Mr. Drexel’s 
death was made by a waiter who brought 
up his previously ordered dinner at 1:45 
o'clock. The dinner consisted of soup, 
beefsteak, green beans, a small bottle of 
Austrian claret and a bottle of Giesschueb- 
ler mineral water. The waiter found the 
sitting room door locked. He then started 
to go through the bedroom and discovered 
Mr. Drexel lying og his back with his 
mouth and eyes wide open and apparently 
dead. He was dressed in a night shirt, 
dark trousers, flannel vest, dressing gown, 
gray woolen socks and leather slippers. 
The waiter went down stairs and summon- 
ed the proprietor. Dr. Gruentberger, who 
was immediately ealled, gave it as his 
opinion that Mr. Drexel had died instantly 
and painlessly. Without touching his 
body, he sent for the town physician. Ur. 
Kugler. He examined the body and con- 
firmed Dr. Gruentberger’s opinion. Dr, 
Kugler then had the body moved to the 
mortuary chapel at the cemetery for the 
autopsy, whieh was held the same even- 
ing. 

The coroner’s certificate states that 
Banker Anthony Drexel, a widower, aged 
sixty-six, born in I’hiladelphia, Protestant, 
had died at the Hotel Bristol on the 
Schlossberg at 2 o'clock, June SUth. Late 
illness, embolia arteria pulmonal, 
This certificate (was signed, “Ur. Isugier, 
town physician,” and was eountersigued 
by the mayor of Carlsbad. 

At 11 o’clock Mr. Haskins had been with 
Mr. Drexel and chatted pleasantly. Soon 
after, James Stebbins, of Vhiladelpmia, 
called.

- Will Soon Begin, 


IT WILL START FROM LOYD STREET, 


And Will Run Ouf Greensferry Avenue 
to the City Limite—The Plant Will 
Be Located Near the River. 


Work will begin in a few days on the new 
electric line from Atlanta to Salt Spriugs. 

This will be one of the most agreeable 
rides in the country, and from the present 
outlook will not be a great many months 
before the people of Atlanta will have 
the pleasure of taking the trip. 

The distance within itself will make the 
new line interesting, and the track, run- 
ning continuously for more than twenty 
miles, will be the longest in the city and 
ove Ot ihe longest in toe south. 

_4& Charter tur the new line was obtained 
several montos ago, but on account of the 
stringency of the tmmes and the depressiou 
of tue money market, no vonsideraple prv- 
gress has been maue as yet in the laying of 
tne track and the digging of the road bed 
beyond the limits of tne city. 

ine charter members of the company 
are Messrs, Henry Camp, of Covington, 
Ga., president; ‘nomus Camp, secretary, 
ana treasurer, and BK. F. Curtis, generai 
manager. Mr. Curtis is a man of exten- 
sive familiarity with all of the duties im- 
cident to his pusition, and is backed by an 
expetience of several years. He wil] be en- 
trusted with the operation of the new line, 
and the responsibuity could not be placed 
upon wortaier shoulders. 

The line will commence from the coruer 
of Waverly place and Loyd street, and 
will run frum thence to Mitchell and from 
Mitchell to Broad, where it will meet the 
Consolidated track. lt will use the con- 
solidated trick to Nelson street bridge, 
aud trom thence will run out Chapel street 
to Greensterry avenue and out the avenue 
to the city limits. 

Beyond the limits of the city the, route 
of the yew line has not as yet been deter- 
minea, Several routes have been cou- 
sidered, but no one of them has as yet been 
agreed upon. All of those under consid- 
eration ure good and will insure a delight- 
ful ride with pleasaut and varied scenery. 

Mr, J. W. Hobson, who represents the 
company, is at present in New York. He 
is there for the purpose of making purchases 
and will select. the cars and other equip- 
ments fer the new road.

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The Grand Jury Presentments. 

In the admirable presentments of the 
Fulton county grand jury, read yester- 
day, there are two recommendations 
deserving special mention. 

Legislation is recommended that wiil 
exempt from jury duty none but minis- 
ters of the gospel, lawyers ami physi- 
cians in actual praciice, and men who 
are actually employed and pa‘d hy the 
public whose duties are such that the 
public interests will suffer if they serve 
on juries. It is also recomineniled that 
the .active members only of military 
companies be exempt. 

If we can get this recommendation 
embodied in a statute we shall have bet- 

‘ter juries, and the same men will not 
be forced to serve several times during 
the year, as is the case at present. The 
proposed law will so largely ‘increase 
the jury list that it will not be necessary 
to draw the same names so often. We 
have heretofore been too lax -in the 
matter. Some of our solid business 

» Men have made their honorary member- 
ships in military companies serve as an 
excuse to shield them from jury duty. 
This is altogether wrong. Only the ac- 
tive members of the companies should 
have this privilege. The suggestion 
will give us better juries and make the 
service lighter than when it is confined 
to comparatively a few citizens, and 
where the professional juror has_ too 
wide swing. 

Another recommendation calls for 
legislation that will allow receivers and 
special masters fair and just fees in- 
stead of the exhorbitant amounts now 
sometimes granted. - Attention is called 
to eases where special masters for a 
few week’s work receive as much com- 
pensation as a superior court judge 
gets for three years’ service, and the 
point is made that a man appointed by 
a judge to do a little special work ought 
not to receive more pay than his supe- 
rior gets for a term of years. 

It strikes us that the grand jury 
takes a sensible and a proper view of 
these matters, and it is to be hoped that 
the legislature will heed their requests, 

It is against public policy to exempt 
too many citizens from jury duty or to 
encourage the allowance of enormous 
fees to receivers and special masters. 
It will not hurt the average citizen to 
do jury duty, and the attorney who acts 
as receiver or special master should be 
paid in proportion to the work. done 
and the time engaged in it. 


How Bimetallism May Come. 

The Springfield Republican thinks 
-that in the light of recent advices from 
India it is safe to say that bimetallism 
ls defeated, but it doubts the ability of 
the single standard to maintain itself. 

After the demonetization of silver 
In 1873 it was believed that the gold 
men would have,it, all their own way. 
The fall in prices and the general -de- 
pression caused a reaction, and the ad- 
vocates of bimetallism have increased 
in number in England, as well as in this 
country. - 

Perhaps, this further demonetization 
and fall of silver will be followed by 
similar results. If the general depres- 
sion continues and there is a further 
shrinkage of values the chief commer- 
cial nations will be forced to restore 
silver to its former place by the side 
——: The Republican says: 

e supply of gold of late years has been 
extremely limited. relatively speaking. Its 
use for money and in the arts has increased 
while production has been falling away or 
at a standstill. Nations now like the United 
States and France, with heavy volumes of 
depreciated, and further rapidly depreciat- 
ing, silver afloat, must strengthen their gold 
reserves to maintain its parity with gold 
India now comes in as a new buyer of gold. 
Austria, we believe, has not quite finished 
her gold purchases. There may, therefore 

: be put upon the general gold supply such a 
strain as many bring about considerable ale 
preciation of the standard of value ana conse- 
quegt infliction of injustice and most hurtful 
and disturbing results in commerce—guch as 
in fact, bimetallists have charged against the 
demonetization acts of 1873 and_ thereabouts 
If they have been right as to that, we shall 
now probably not have to wait long for a 
second and confirmatory object lesson.

legal tender for no more than $10 in 
any one payment; the issue immediate- 
ly of three hundred millions of gold 
bonds upon which to found national 
bank notes, all such bank notes-to be 
redeemable in gold only; all foreign 
gold coins to be made a legal tender in 
this country; the adoption of a gold 
standard at once.

Immigrants and the South, 

The New York Sun quotes approv- 
ingly a recent editorial in these columns 
on- immigration, and savs: 

In January last, when Commissioner Weber 
favored us with a series of tables concerning 
the immigration at this port in 1592, we were 
struck with surprise while scanning them. 
Under the head of “Alien Steecrage Dassengers 
Landed,”’ we noticed the figures 374,741, while 
under the head of “Destination of Inmi- 
grants,”’ we noticed that only 358 of them 
were bound for the state of Georgia, and 
that only 4,116 of them were bound for ten 
of the other. states of the great south. We 
thougbt over these figures, trying to account 
for the remarkable fact that but little more 
then 1 per cent of the vast multitude of the 
year’s immigrants had been attracted to the 
southern states, which have room for millions, 
and several of which are striving to get them. 

There is no greater proporuon of 
immigrants going south this year, and 
The Sun suggests that it might be to 
our interest to investigate the matter 
and find out why these Europeans ig- 
nore the advantages of Georgia and 
other southern states, and go west. 

We have shown more than once why 
immigration shuns the south For two 
generations northern writers have pic- 
tured this section in the darkest of col- 
ors. They have made their readers 
in Europe believe that we have a tropl- 
eal climate and an unhealthy country; 
that slavery pactically exists among us 
still; that labor is not respected, and 
that foreigners are not wanted here, 
On the other hand, the. west is describ- 
ed as a land of' promise, the paradise 
of the poor man, and the railroads and 
other interests engaged in drawing set- 
tlers to that region have flooded Europe 
with pamphlets and circulars setting 
forth its advantages. , 

The south has made no organized ef- 
fort to secure immigrants. She ad- 
vertises no schemes, and hides her light 
under a bushel. She makes no reply 
to the absurd falsehoods circulated 
about her, and bidés her time waiting 
until the spread of educated intelligence 
shall cause the outside world to be more 
eorrectly informed. 

Doubtless The Sun thinks that this is 
bad business policy. We have reached 
a point where it would be profitable 
to encourage immigration. 
benefit us. to draw people, capital and 
enterprise from the north and _ west; 
and it. would be a good thing to induce 
hundreds of thousands of honest Kuro- 
pean tojlers to come here to grow up 
with the country. We have no preju- 
diee against the European immigrant. 
We know that when he settles on a 
piece of idle land he makes it produc- 
tive, builds a home and beautifies it, 
becomes a good citizen, and his children 
are thoroughly American. 

We want such settlers, and the way 
to obtain them is to make an organized 
effort. under the auspices of our state 
governments. If the Georgia legisla- 
ture would establish a bureau of immi- 
gration managed by competent men it 
would do more to tnerease our popula- 
tion and wealth than any other one 
thing that could ‘be mentioned.

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Concerning Call Loans. 
Readers of daily papers have seen a 
grent deal in the telegraphic columns 
during the past few weeks about call 
lonns. Business men watch the reports 
about call loans very closely, and attach 
great importance to the rise. and fall 
of the rates. 

The eall loan is thus defined by a 
financial writer: 

Tt is a loan which can be canceled or “eall- 
ed’ at any time, and then the borrower 
will be required to return the money borrowed 
or forfeit the stocks, bonds or other sorts 
of property which he has put up as security, 
that is, they will be sold to satisfy the debt. 
On the New York stock exchange . lenders 
are permitted to call at any time during the 
day up to 1 o’clock,- and borrowers must 
pay before’2:50 o'clock, failing in which re- 
quirement their security or collateral ids 
sold for the benefit of the lender. Often the 
collateral required on call loans is of a 
better class than that demanded on boans 
for a stated period of time. In seasons of 
great financial excitement like the past week 
or two, when money fluctuates widely and 
rapidly and when lenders see chances to 
dispose of their money to better advantage 
and thus call their loans, they seek the best 
sort of security in order to adequately pro- 
tect themselves. On such occasions the value 
of the collateral always changes in a greater 
or less degree, and these exigencies necessi- 
tate the rejection of ali but the best kind 
of security. 

Within the past two weeks money 
on call has ranged between 6 or 8 per 
cent and over 70 per cent in New York, 
und in Boston it went up to 140 per 
eent. Sometimes rates for money on 
eall rise to these high figures and then 
drop down to the point they started 
from in two or three hours. The vari- 
ation is due to the demand for money 
und- the supply. When we read that 
rates for money on call are very low 
we know that a great deal of money is 
offered and that the borrowers are not 
taking much of it. 

The system was developed and per- 
fected during the war in New York, 
and is unknown on an extensive senle 
outside of this country. The daily set- 
tlements of the New York exchange 
made the system necessary. On the 
London exchange setilements of stock 
transactions are made once every two 
weeks. The call loan makes a brisk 
money market, and the facilities it of- 
fers for letting money out on good col- 
lateral at high rates is the main reason 
why the surplus money of the country 
is attracted to New York, where there 
are more opportunities for speculation 
than anywhere else. 

It will be said that the call loan sys- 
tem is a bad thing for the country at 
large. This may be true, but it enables 
us to keep a finger on the financial 
pulse, and the daily quotations put us 
upon notice whenever business disas- 


ters threaten us.

HERE IS A COMPLAINT. 


It Is Brought Against the Truck Wagons 
That Are Used Around the Depot. 

A great complajiit-is raised by citizens and

MOVEMENT OF COTTON. 


Figures Given by Secretary Hester in His 
Monthly Statement. 

New Orleans, July 3.—The movement of 
the cotton crop as given in Secretary LHes- 
ter’s monthly New Orleans cotion exchange 
statement issued this morning shows thut 
the amount of cotton brought into sight for 
June was the smallest for that month since 
18vu. ‘Lhe deticieucy, which at the ciuose 
of May. was .2,481,952 compared with last 
year and 2,000,040 cumpared with the year 
before, bas been increased to 2,007 204 
under the former and 2,082,142 under tie 
latter. ‘Lhe total number ot bales brougat 
into sight during the month of June was 
$2,035 against 107,277 in June 1802, and 
108,251 in June, 1891, a decrease from last 
year of 25,342 and from the year before of 
26,216. The movement from the Ist of 
September. to June includes total receipts 
at 4ll United States delivery ports of 4,961,- 
266. against 7,026,322 last year and 6,843,- 
605 the year before. 

The net overland movement by railroads 
across the Mississippi, Ohio and Potomae riv- 
ers was 881,799 against 1,234,108 and 1,076,- 
666; southern mills takings. exclusive _ of 
quantity consumed at southern outports, 608,- 
#28 against 587,879 and528,851,and interior 
towns stocks in excess of those held at the 
commencement of the season 9,848 against 
120.286 and 94,341. These make the total 
amount of the crop brought into sight dur- 
ing the ten months ending June 30tb, 6.641,-

We have not as yet made any 
special plan for the government of the or- 
ganization and will operate it in the same 
fashion that it has been run in ‘the past.

THE JURY SYSTEM IS DISCUSSED. 


Only Ministers of the Gospel, Lawyers and 
Physicians in Actual Practice 
Would be *Exempt. 


The semi-annual presentments of the 
Fulton cqnnty grand jury were made to 
Judge Marshall J. Clarke yesterday morn- 
ing, and the grand jury then adjourned 
sine die. 

The most sensational feature in the en- 
tire thirteen pages of type-written copy 
was the last paragraph in the special re 
commendations—it was virtually an attack 
upon the lare fees demanded and received 
by receivers. 

The allusion to the receivership was, in 
fact, in the nature of a recommendation to 
the representatives of Fulton county in the 
legislature to look into the law governing 
them—the receiverships—and have the 
necessary amendments made so that only 
the proper fees shoud be allowed receivers 
and attorneys. 

Judge Marshall Clarke, in thanking the 
grand jurors, took ocreasion to remark upon 
this feature of the presentments: 

“I know,” said Judge Clarke, “that you 
bave particular reference to the amount 
allowed Mr. H. C. Peeples in the Ryan 
case, and I wish to say in regard to this 
that I allowed less than one-half of the 
sum recommended by some of the very 
best lawyers in the city.” 

The judge also touched on the grand 
jury’s reference to the jury system, and 
stated that he endorsed all that had been 
said and recommended upon this line. 

“We recommend,” read the report, “and 
request that eur representatives in the 
legislature shall look carefully into the law 
governing receiverships, and have neces- 
sary amendments passed in order that only 
proper fees shall be allowed to receivers 
and attorneys. As from our information 
we believe much larger fees are generally 
allowed in such cases than for same labor 
and ability in other litigation. We can 
cite a case in ppint where a special master 
received for a few weeks work as much 
compensation as our judiciary for three 
years of continuous and laborious work. 

“It must be borne in mind that the special 
master is the creature of the judge to 
whom he owes his appointment, yet the 
creature for a few weeks’ work receives 
as much compensation as the creator re- 
ceives for three years of close attention to 
duty. In the majority of cases the estate 
is so absorbed by expenses that creditors 
fail to realize proper benefits. The credit- 
ors being powerless, the law should ca e- 
fully protect their interests.” 

The Public Buildings. 


The courthouse and jail were inspected 
several times by the grand jury, and the re- 
ports made upon these two buildings are 
anything but favorable. _ : 

No blame is put upon the custodians of 
these buildings, but it is boldly asserted 
that the jail is inadequate to the demands 
of Fulton county’s population, and that the 
courthouse is in a bad condition. Attention 
is called to the fact that a reformatory is 
badly needed. 

The remarks by the grand jury on these 


follows: 

Tbe jail, however, is a building probably 
fairly suited to the demands of a country 
tcwn, where there may at times be fifteen or 
twepty prisoners, but totally iiedequate to 
cur demands, being crowded and overful ail 
the while, with bad ventillation and inse- 
cure walls. It is Inhumane to confine the 
priscpers there, and there is much dauger of 
escapes, and we recommend thut a new fall 
be built as early as practicable, as it seems 
out of the question to improve the present 
one so as to be at all suited to the demands 
of dhe present, to say nothing of the fu- 
ture. 

The courthouse is in bad condition, the roof 
lesks, the plumbing is bad, the officers are 
cramped for room, the courts are not abie to 
get along without rented quarters, and many 
improvements are needed, and we recommend 
that the county commissioners make the nec- 
essary improvements to the present buildings 
at once. Weespecially call attention to the 
need of a reformatory prison for the care of 
juvenile offenders. The demand for this is ur- 
gent from the different standpoints of finan. 
cial economy and humanity. The success of 
reform schools and prisons in other states 
having shown them to be practical, and the 
results in saving the erring youth from a life 
of crime, are very marked. We earnestly 
recommend that our county commissioners es- 
tablish such an institution on the same land 
used or the alms house at once. 

Under the head of special recommenda- 
tions jury duties were elaborated upon, 
and it was recommended that the members 
of the general assembly of Georgia from 
this county should have passed a _ bill 
amending the jury laws so that none shall 
be exempt from jury duties, except the per- 
sons named below. | 

An investigation of the present laws upon 
the crime of arson by the proper authori- 
ties, as it is difficult to convict a person 
under the present extreme penalty, which 
makes arson a capital offense. 

It is also recommended that steps be 
taken to extend the line of sewers, many 
of which are now emptied at the corporate 
line, and in most instances into thickly 
populated localities. 

The jury duties are set forth as follows: 

We would recommend that the members of 
the general assembly of Georgia from Fulton 
county prepare and have passed at the sum- 
mer session of that body a bill amending the 
jury laws of this state so that none shail be 
exempt rom jury duty but ministers of the 
gospel, lawyers and physiciaas in actual prac- 
tice, and men who are actually employed 
and paid by the public, and whose duties are 
such that the public interest will suffer by 
the serving upon juries, and active members 
only of military companies. 

Under the present law a large number of 
our best citizens are exempt from jury duty 
by reason of their paying a stated sum for 
the privilege of being honorary members of 
mifitary companies. This state of affairs 
works a —- upon a large part of our 
citizenship who do not shirk the responsihili- 
ty of a public duty. Such a law would yg os 4 
increase the number of names in the jury 
box, and make the service less frequent and 
advance the interest of public justice. 

Convict System. 

We recommend the next general assembly to 
pass such laws as will change the present 
convict lease system so as to put them cn 
the roads. and highways of the state under 
such system as they in their wisdom may find

A LETTER FROM MR. BRYAN. 


He Writes Most Interestingly to Mr. Austin 
Abouc the Guid Stampede. 


The other day Mr. James W. Austin, 
president of the Loung Men’s Democratic 
League of this city, received a letter from 
the eloquent congressmai trom Nebraska, 
Hon. WwW. Bryan, asking for the quo- 
tatiowr from Grady inscribed on the Grady 
Statue in this city. He said’ he wanted 
to use in a speech he was to make at Saiem, 
lil., on the 4th ol July. 

Mr. Austin sent the quotation and yes- 
terday received a most interesting letter 
from the leading orator and statesman of 
the west in which he has many things to 
say about the situation of the monetary 
system of this country at present since the 
slumps in silver and the stampede for a 
gold basis began. 

Mr. Bryan still seems to feel a deep jn- 
terest in Atlanta and his letter will be read 
with great interest by all the many friends, 
he made while a visitor in the city a few 
weeks ago. 

Here is the letter in full. 

Salem, Ul, July 1, 93.—Mr. J. W. Aus- 
tin, Atlanta, Ga.: My Dear Mr. <Austin-- 
Your favor at hand enclosing the quotation 
from Mr. Grady. I am very much obliged to 
you. Have committed it to memory and 
will use it in my speech, as it expresses my 
sentiments more elegantly than I can express 
them myself. I will send you several copies 
of my tariff speech as soon as I reach home. 

The crisis has come in our monetary affairs, 
and I urge you leaders of southern thought 
not to be stampeded to a gold basis. I think 
the battle word should be “both metals or 
neither.’’ A single gold standard universally 
adepted means an appreciating dollar, debts 
growing heavier, more tenants and less land- 
lords, and final bankruptcy. 

Let the Sherman Dill be repealed without 
substituting something in its place. and silver 
will fall still more and it will be wellnigh im- 
possibe to restore bimetallism without a 
financial revolution. This is a great time to 
bring out real leaders and I urge you to take 
your stand on the side of the masses. Study 
the question, and if they have any public 
meetings attend them and point out the dans 
gers. Ask them where silver will go to when 
the Sherman law is repealed .unconditionally 
if it falls 20 cents per ounce because of In- 
dia’s action? If it was hard to restore bimet- 
allism with silver at S4 cents per ounce, and 
still herder with silver at 62 cents per ounce. 
how easy will it be when silver falls to 40 
cents per ounce? Our increased popniation 
needs about $50,000,000 of additional money 
annually. Where will it come from with 
silver abandoned? 

Nearly half of the gold is found with silver. 
If silver mining stops the output of gold will 
not equal the amount consumed iu the arts. 
Where will the world get its money? The 
next step would be to withdraw the silver 
dollar because it would be worth only 50 cents. 

Remember Ben Hill’s words. “‘Who- saves 
his country, saves himself and all things 
saved will bless him.’ Gird on your armot. 
Yours, BRYAN 

It is easy to see that Mr. Bryan is going 
to rise high in the fight when congress 


meets next month.

THE BANK FILES AN INJUNCTION 


It Is Willing to Pay the Reward When 
It Is Demanded—But They Don’t 
Know Who to Pay It To. 


Ever since the arrest of Defaulter Red- 
wine the reward offered by the Gate City 
National bank has been a bone of conten- 
tion, and yesterday there was a petition for 
an injunction filed by the bank. 

The story of the arrest of Lewis Redwine 
is still fresh in the minds of many. After 
a day or two of wandering he was carried 
to the home of Marquis de LaFayette Oaks, 
where his actions aroused the suspicions of 
Mrs, Marquis de LaFayette Oaks, who re- 
ported the matter to a neighbor of hers. 

This neighbor proved ‘to be a stalwart. pa- 
trolman, who, having heard of the -$1,000 
reward, volunteered to allow Mrs, Oaks to 
lead him where the supposed bank defaulter 
was keeping himself. The policeman’s 
name was Wimbush, and arming himself 
with a gun he followed Mrs. Oaks, who 
pointed out Redwine to the officer. The 
arrest was made without any trouble. 

And the question then arose as to who 
should receive the reward. 

Patrolman Wimbush claimed that he 
made the arrest’ by himself, and that, there- 
fore, he was entitled to the entire amount, 
although he has stated upon more than one 
occasion that he would be willing to pay 
Mrs; Oaks a bonus. 

On the other hand the patriotic blood of 
Mrs, Oaks flowed faster at the thought of 
losing the larger portion of the $1,900 re- 
ward, and she informed Patrolman Wim- 
bush that she was perfectly willing to pay 
him for the slight trouble he had encoun- 
tered in walking over to her home and tak- 
ing Lewis Redwine to jail. She also ex- 
pressed the opinion that it was nothing but 
the policeman’s duty to make the arrest 
when called upon to do so by a citizen of 
the commonwealth. | 

Neither could agree with the other, aud 
both went to law, the lawsuits taking the 
form, each, of a suit against the Gate City 
National bank for the reward of $1,000 
offered by that institution for the arrest 
and detention of Redwine, the defaulting 
eashier. If the wrangling is kept up long 
enough there will not be enough to pay the 
lawyers’ fees. 

The Gate City National's Fetition. 

The petition of the Gate City Nationak 
bank is for an injunction against. Mrs. 
Oaks and Policeman Wimbush. 

The petition sets forth that Redwine is 
now in jail, is being securely held, and shows 
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further that the Gate City bank has been. 


‘ready and willing since the arrest, and is 


now ready and willing, to pay the reward. 

Also that the reward would have been 
paid long ago but for’ the fact that peti- 
tioner did not know-to whom to pay the said 
reward, as it is claimed by more than one 

erson. Under these circumstances the 
bank does believe that it is unable with 
safety to itself to determine who is entitled 
to the reward mentioned. 

The petition alleges that Patrolman J. 
T. Wimbush claims the reward and has in- 
stituted suit against the Gate City bank 
in the city court to recover the said reward, 
and also that Saphronie E. Oaks claims the 
said reward am has instituted a suit in- 
the city court for the same. Copies of both 
suits are attached to the petition, and Yo 
that of Wimbush’s is attached one of the 
circulars upon which is printed the picture 
of Redwine, with the offer of the reward 
for his capture and detention. 

The petitioner alleges that it cannot know 
whether these facts are true or not, or 
what is the truth, and insists that it cannot 
be required at its own risk to undertake to 
settle the dispute between Wimbush and 
Oaks, and that the Gate City National 
bank has declined to pay the reward until 
the rights of all parties have been in some 
way settled, and, therefore, prays for an 
injunction, enjoining them, and each of 
them, from further prosecuting either of 
the said suits; that Oaks and Wimbush be 
required to interplead and that their rights 
be herein determined and adjudicated so 
that such judgment may be a complete pro- 
tection to the petitioner. 

Judge Marshall Clarke signed an order 
granting the restraining order prayed fer, 
and setting September Yth as the time tor 
the defendants to show gause why the in- 
junétion should.not be #ranted as prayed 
for and the defendants become juterpleaders.

$100,000 Bond—It Was Only a. 
Matter of igs 


Before the sun hae measured out another 
twenty-four hours, Harry Hill may be 
taking a siesta in some secluded spot on 
his Oglethorpe county plantation. 

Yesterday- afternoon the attorneys for 
Harry Hill made application before Judge 
Richard Clark to have the amount of Hill's 
bond reduced so that there would be some 
chance of his making it. 

And after¢argument on both sides, the 
judge saw fit to make a reduction, but not 
to the extent asked for by Mr. B. H. 
Hill, the inprisoned Harry’s counsel. Mr. 
B: H. Hill wanted the bond, which was 
placed at $11,000, reduced to $5,000. ‘Ll’o 
this the solicitor objected’ and asked that 
the bond, as a matter of equity, be placed 
at $7,500, 

Judge Clark viewed the matter in a me- 
dium light. and the bond was placed at 
$6,600, 

In his argument for a reduction of the 
bond, the attorney for Hill stated that 
Harry could only give a bond for $5,0U0, 
and that his seeurity would be his aunt, 
Mrs. Carey. Hé stated that this was the 
extreme limit of her ability to go un the 
bond at the present time, and there could 
be found no one else to sign. According 
to Mr. B. H. Hill, Harry will not linger 
long in the Gate City after the jail dovrs 
open to let him out into the pure, free 
atmosphere; but that he will, no sooner 
than his release is effected on bond, start 
for his home down the country, where he 
will remain until it is necessary that he 
should be present in the courtroom, 

There are now resting against Harry 
Hill eleven indictments for forgery, and 
if he is convicted of any of these, he will 
have to serve from two to four years in 
the penitentiary, of which place he had 
only a slight foretaste in his confinement 
in Fulton county jail. His bond was first 
placed at $5,000. by Solicitor ful, there 
having been five indictments found at that 
time. Later, when six more true bills 
were returned, the bond was raised in 
accordance, and in order to have obtained 
his release from durance vile, pending ibis 
oncoming trial, Hill would have. been 
obliged to have made bond in the sum of 
$11,000; $1,000 on each true bill for tor- 
gery. 

It was 5 o’clock yesterday atternoon 
when Mr. B. H. Hill, who is assoetated 
with Assistant District Attorney Kucker 
made 
» motion before Judge Richard Clark tor 
a reduction of Hill’s bond. Me declared 
that it was not the purpose of the law to 
keep a man in jail because he could’ not 
make a bond which had been placed so. far 
above his means. He also said that every 
attempt had been made to make a bond 
for $11,000, but that every effort was a 
failure, and that the largest bond that 
could be given would be $5,000, which 
Harry’s aunt would sign for. 

Both Colonel Hammond and Solicitor 
Hill were lenient in their demands and 
were willing that a reduction to $7,50U 
should be effected. Finally. Judge Clark 
said that he would allow Hill to be ‘re- 
leased on a’bond of $6,600. ‘This bond, 
the judge stated, would be divided out 
upon the various indictments, the larger 
portion to be placed where the offense 
appeared to be the most aggravated, or the 
sum the largest. This would make an 
average of about S600 to each true bill, 
and Harry Hill will undoubtedly be able 
to find friends willing to make up the 
$1,600 which his aunt cannot, according 
to the statement of Hill's attorney, make.

Just as he stated, Steve Kyan found 
no difficulty in making his bond for $1UU, 
000. 

The bond was made yesterday morning, 
and was signed by Messrs. John Kyan, 
John F. Ryan,’ John F. Gatins, Henry 
IKwuhrt and E. S. MeCandless, the same 
gentlemen whose names appeared at the 
bottom of the other one. The only differ- 
ence was the matter of form of the bond,
